Y/HEREAS,  there  is  pending  against  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  ten  (10) 
separate  actions,  in  the  counties  of  Stanislaus 
and  San  Joaquin  which  involve  the  right  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  divert  and 
to  use  water  from  the  Tuolumne  River  and  its 
tributaries,  which  said  actions  involve  the 
alleged  riparian  rights  and  other  claims  for 
water  of  the  various  plaintiffs  in  said  actions, 
and  which  actions  if  determined  against  the 
City  will  most  seriously  interfere  with  the 
diversion  and  storage  of  water  by  said  City 
from  said  river  and  make  the  City  answerable 
in  damages  in  large  sums  of  money,  and  may 
result  in  many  additional  suits  of  like 
character  being  commenced  against  said  city, 
and 

WHEREAS ,  said  litigation  will  involve 
the  presentation  of  testimony  and  evidence  of 
an  extremely  technical  nature  and  involves  a 
technical  and  special  branch  of  the  law,  and 

WHEREAS ,  the  City  Attorney  has  suggested 
to  this  Commission  the  advisability  of  the 
Commission  retaining  special  counsel  to  act 
with  the  City  Attorney  and  assist  in  carrying 
on  said  litigation,  and 

WHEREAS ,  this  Commission  deems  it  advisable 
that  special  counsel,  experienced  and  well  versed 
in  the  law  appertaining  to  water  rights  and  water 
litigation,  should  be  retained; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  A.  E.  CHANDLER  be, 
and  is  hereby  appointed  and  retained  as  Special 
Counsel  for  temporary  purposes  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  and  assisting  in  the  defense  of  all 
actions  now  pending  or  which  may  be  hereafter  ' 
instituted  to,  and  including,  the  31st  day  of 
December,  I95I4.,  which  said  actions  may  involve 
the  right  of  the  City  to  store  or  divert  the 
waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River,  and  also  to  aid 
and  assist  in  the  conduct  of  the  trial  or  trials 
of  any  of  said  actions.     Said  appointment  shall 
be  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  that 
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said  A.  E.  CHANDLER  be  paid  a  retainer  fee  of 
Ten  Thousand  Dollars  (#10,000)  forthwith,  and 
a  like  sum  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1935 >  and 
.    the  first  day  of  July,  193k,  and  in  the  event 
that  the  services  of  said  A,  E.  CHANDLER  are 
required  by  the  trial  of  said  actions,  that 
said  A.  E.  CHANDLER  shall  be  paid  for  said 
additional  services  One  Hundred  Dollars  (#100.00) 
per  day  for  each  day  spent  in  the  actual  trial 
of  any  of  said  cases; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  payment  of 
all  amounts  to  become  due  to  said  A.  E.  CHANDLER 
during  the  fiscal  year  1932-1933  10 e >  and  the  same 
is  hereby  made  against  Appropriation  No.  236  of 
the  annual  appropriation  ordinance  1932-1933 • 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  employment 
abovementioned  is  made  dependent  upon  the  approval 
of  the  same  by  His  Honor  The  Mayor,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  126  of  the  charter. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Filmer ,  seconded  by  Commissioner  (1) 
McCallum,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted:

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running  thence  Southerly  along  the  Westerly  line 
of  McLaren  Park  to  the  Southwesterly  corner  of 
McLaren  Park;  running  thence  Easterly  along  the 
Southerly  line  of  McLaren  Park  to  the  North- 
easterly corner  of  Block  6316  of  the  Assessor1 s 
Block  Book;  running  thence  Southerly  along  the 
Easterly  line  of  Block  6316  to  the  Northerly 
line  of  Geneva  Avenue  and  running  thence  Westerly

Also,  the  minutes  of  the  adjourned  meeting  at  the  call 
of  the  Chair  of  the  jQth.  regular  meeting  held  on  December  22nd, 
1932,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Murphy,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Pilmer,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  163 

WHEREAS ,  The  Brisbane  Public  Utilities 
District  Board  has,  through  the  County  Surveyor 
of  San  Mateo  County,  requested  permission  to 
construct ,  maintain  and  use  a  12-inch  vitrified 
sewer  pipe,  over  and  across  a  certain  pipe  line 
right  of  way  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  under  control  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  and  the  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  said  Water  Department  has 
recommended  that  such  permission  be  granted; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the 
Brisbane  Public  Utilities  District  Board, 
hereinafter  called  "the  permittee"  be,  and  is, 
hereby  granted  permission  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  use  a  12- inch  vitrified  sewer  pipe, 
hereinafter  termed  "structure"  over,  and  across 
the  20-foot  right  of  way  of  the  Water  Department 
Crystal  Springs  pipe  line  on  Visitacion  Avenue 
near  its  intersection  with  San  Bruno  Avenue  and 
San  Francisco  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Brisbane, 
and  more  particularly  shown  on  map  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

This  permission  is  granted  subject  to  the 
following  conditions  and  shall  not  become 
effective  until  the  receipt  by  this  Commission 
of  a  letter  from  the  permittee,  signed  by  an 
authorized  officer  thereof,  accepting  said 
permission  subject  to  said  conditions t 

1.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute 
a  deed  or  grant  of  an  easement  by  the  City; 
is  not  transferable,  or  assignable,  without 

the  approval  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
and  is  revocable  at  any  time  at  the  will  of 
said  Commission. 

2.  The  construction,  installation,  repair  and 
alteration  of  permittee fs  structure  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Y/ater  Department. 
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3.  The  permittee  shall,  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to 
do,  and  within  such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may 
be  fixed  by  said  notice,  alter  said  structure  to 
such  extent  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  inter- 
ference thereof  with  any  pipe,  pipe  line,  power 
line  or  other  structure  now  or  hereafter  con- 
structed by  the  City,  or  with  any  operations 
of  the  City,  or  with  any  use  by  the  City  of  the 
lands  affected  hereby;     or,  if  so  agreed  by  the 
permittee  and  the  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
the  permittee  may  pay  to  the  City  the  amount  of 
any  expense  to  which  the  City  may  be  put  as  a 
result  of  such  interference. 

I}..  The  permittee  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  City!s 
lands  in  safe  and  sightly  condition,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  affected  by  the  permittee's 
operations  hereunder. 

5.  Neither  the  City  nor  any  Commission,  Board  or 
officer  thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or 
liable  for  damage  to  said  structure  resulting 
from  any  cause  whatsoever* 

6.  The  permittee  shall  be  responsible  and  liable 
for  any  and  all  damage  or  injury  to  persons, 
property  or  structures  due  directly  or  indirect- 
ly to  the  construction,  operation,  use  or  existence 
of  said  structure  within  the  City1 s  lands,  and  shall 
promptly  pay  any  just  claim  therefor. 

7.  In  the  event  that  the  permittee  shall  fail  to  con- 
struct said  structure  within  six  months  from  and 
after  the  date  hereof;  or  shall  abandon  the  use 
thereof;  or  shall  not  use  the  same  for  any  period 
of  two  consecutive  years,  or  shall  fail,  neglect 
or  refuse  to  observe  and  comply  with  any  of  the 
conditions  herein  contained;  or  in  the  event  that 
this  permission  shall  be  revoked;    then  all  rights 
of  the  permittee  hereunder  shall  forthwith  cease 
and  determine. 

8.  Should  the  permittee  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  do 
within  reasonable  time  any  work  required  to  be  done 
by  the  permittee  under  the  conditions  herein,  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  have  the  power 

to  do  said  work  at  the  expense  of  the  permittee, 
which  expense  the  permittee  shall  pay  on  demand.

RESOLVED,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
governing  Water  Service  to  Consumers,  which  were 
made  effective  March  3  *  1930 >  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  are  hereby  amended  and 
added  to  as  follows: 

Section  A  -  Rule  1 

Before  a  water  service  is  installed  by  the 
Department,  the  owner  or  authorized  agent  of 
the  property  to  be  served  shall  make  written 
application  on  the  form  provided  by  the  De- 
partment, in  which  the  applicant  shall  specify 
the  location  and  use  for  which  the  service  is 
required  and  shall  agree  to  abide  by  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Department. 

Section  A  -  Rule  2 

Where  the  basement  of  the  property  to  be  served 
extends  under  the  sidewalk  area,  necessitating  the 
extension  of  the  Department's  service  pipe  through 
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the  area  wall,     the  owner    of  the    premises  shall 
provide  the  necessary  opening  or  entrance  through 
such  wall  and  shall  assume  full  responsibility 
for  any  damage  resulting  from  any  leakage  through 
the  opening  or  entrance  way  so  provided;  in  such 
installations,  the  Department  shall  not  he  re- 
sponsible for,  and  no  claim  shall  be  made  against 
the  Department  for  any  damage  to  merchandise, 
machinery,  equipment  or  other  articles,  caused 
by  leakage  from  the  meter  or  connecting  service, 
where  such  articles  have  been  stored,  placed  or 
installed  in  such  location  or  manner  as  to  render 
them  liable  to  damage  from  such  leakage. 

The  owner  shall  provide  and  maintain  a  clear 
passage,  affording  easy  access  to  the  meter  by 
Department  employees  for  the  purpose  of  reading 
or  changing  the  same,  and  for  any  other  necessary 
purpose  of  the  Department;     should  the  passageway 
to  the  meter  become  obstructed  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  prevent  easy  access  to  the  meter,  the 
owner,  tenant  or  consumer ,  within  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  notice  of  such  condition,  shall 
cause  the  obstruction  or  obstructions  to  be  re- 
moved, and  in  the  event  that  this  is  not  done  . 
the  Department  may  require  the  said  owner, 
tenant  or  consumer  to  pay  the  cost  of  moving  the 
meter  to  another  more  accessible  location. 

Section  A  -  Rule  12b 

The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
the  size  of  the  service  to  be  installed,  and 
where  the  property  to  be  served  fronts  on  more 
than  one  street,  to  designate  on  which  frontage 
service  will  be  given. 

Rule  12d 

Services,  meters  and  house  piping  shall  conform 
to  any  pertinent  rules  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  or  the  Water  Department,  to  the  Build- 
ing and  Fire  Ordinances  and  to  any  legal  require- 
ments of  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  other 
authority  having  jurisdiction. 

Section  A  -  Rule  12e 

After  August  1,  1933 >  no  new  cross  connection 
or  cross  connections  shall  be  made  between  the 
water  pipes,  in  any  building  or  premises  which 
are  connected  to  the  system  of  the  Department, 
and  any  other  source  of  supply,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the  De- 
partment . 

Wherever  a  cross  connection  now  exists  between 
the  water  pipes  in  any  building  or  premises, 
which  are  connected  to  the  system  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  any  other  source  of  supply,  the  owner, 
tenant  or  consumer  shall  make  written  application 
to  the  Department  for  permit  to  continue  to  main- 
tain such  cross  connection.     Permits  for  the  es- 
tablishment or  continuance  of  such  cross  connections 
will  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

1-  Where  such  cross  connection  is  with 
another  potable  public  supply. 
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2-    Where  such  cross  connection  is  with  another 
potable  supply  regularly  examined  by  the 
Department . 

5-    Where  the  supply  from  the  Department  is  delivered 
into  a  tank,  connected  with  the  house  piping,  in 
such  manner  that  the  outlet  of  the  supply  is  lo- 
cated above  the  level  of  the  top  of  the  tank. 

J4-    Where  there  is  properly  installed  in  the  cross 
connection,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
ment, two  all  bronze  rubber  seated  check  valves 
or  other  devices  approved  by  the  California 
State  Board  of  Health,  for  the  protection  of 
the  Department's  supply,  and  which  check  valves 
or  devices  shall  be  regularly  inspected  and 
tested  by  a  representative  of  the  Department 
at  intervals  of  not  more  than  six  months,  the 
costs  of  which  inspection  shall  be  borne  by  the 
consumer . 

Applications  for  permits  for  cross  connections  under  con- 
ditions No.  I4.    must  have  the  approval  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

The  several  conditions  relative  to  the  installation  and 
maintenance  of  cross  connections  shall  be  subject  to  change 
to  meet  changing  requirements  of  the  local,  State  and  Fe- 
deral Health  authorities  relative  to  connections  with  public 
water  supplies. 

Cross  connections  at  present  existing  shall  be  removed  or 
modified  to  comply  with  the  conditions  above  set  forth  wi  thin 
sixty  (60)  days  after  issuance  of  permit  by  the  Department, 
in  any  event  not  later  than  November  1,  1933* 

Upon  request  of  the  Department,  consumer  must  sign  an 
affidavit  to  the  effect  that  no  cross  connection  exists  on 
the  premises  served,  or  state  the  size  and  location  of  the 
same,  if  any  do  exist. 

Failure  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  tenant  or  consumer 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department  relative 
to  cross  connections  will  be  sufficient  reason  for  discon- 
tinuing service  until  such  time  as  the  requirements  have  been  met. 

Rule  15 

The  water  consumer  shall  be  held  liable  for  any  damage  to 
the  meter,  service  pipes,  or  other  property  of  the  Department, 
which  may  be  wilfully  caused  by  him  or  result  from  carelessness 
or  negligence  on  his  part  and  in  particular  for  damage  to  the 
meter  caused  by  hot  water  or  steam  from  the  premises.     In  the 
event  settlement  for  such  damage  is  not  promptly  made,  the 
Department  reserves  the  right  to  discontinue  water  service 
to  the  premises  until  all  claims  are  adjusted. 

Section  B-  Ru!b  2 

The  Department  will  at  its  own  expense  extend  its  mains 
a  distance  of  150  feet,  exclusive  of  street  crossings,  to  serve 
a  new  consumer,  or  if  the  estimated  cost  for  such  pipe  exten- 
sion is  not  in  excess  of  four  times  the  estimated  annual  revenue 
therefrom,  the  Department  will  likewise  make  such  installation 
at  its  owi  expense      The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  re- 
fuse to  make  any  extension  at  its  own  expense  if  not  satis- 
fied that  such  extension  will  be  put  to  Immediate  and  permanent 
use . 

Section  D  -  Rule  2 

If  a  meter  fails  to  register,  or  properly  indi- 
cate the  flow    of    water,     a  bill  will    be  rendered 
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on  the  basis  of  the  average  of  three  preced- 
ing months,  during  which  period  the  meter  may 
be  assumed  to  have  been  properly  functioning. 
Such  bills  will  be  subject  to  adjustment  to 
give  proper  consideration  to  the  influence  of 
volume  of  business  as  shown  by  the  consumers' 
books,  seasonal  demand,  subsequent  reading  of, 
a  new  meter,  or  other  factors  vhich  may  aid 
in  making  an  equitable  adjustment. 

Rule  6 

All  bills  for  water  service  will  be  con- 
sidered proper  charges  unless  protest  in  writing 
is  submitted  to  the  Department  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  after  presentation  of  the  bill. 

Adjustments  due  consumers  will  be  made  when  and 
only  after  all  rules  governing  allowances  have 
been  complied  with,  and  the  bill  in  question 
has  been  paid  as  rendered. 

Section  E-  Rule  1c 

When  service  has  been  discontinued  on  account 
of  the  non-payment  of  bills,  or  on  account  of 
failure  to  make  a  required  cash  deposit,  or  for 
any  other  infraction  of  the  rules,  a  charge  of 
one  (1)  dollar  may  be  made  by  the  Department 
for  restoring  service  and  this  sum  must  be  paid 
in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  outstanding 
bills  before  service  will  be  re-established. 

Rule  2 

If  a  consumer  questions  the  accuracy  of  the 
meter  supplying  his  premises,  or  the  premises 
for  which  he  is  paying  the  bills,  the  Depart- 
ment will,  upon  receipt  of  one  (1)  dollar, 
test  the  meter  and  if  the  instrument  is  found 
to  be  registering  more  than  two  per  cent  in 
excess  of  the  actual  quantity  of  water  passing 
through  it ,  another  meter  of  not  more  than  tw 
per  cent  of  proven  capacity  will  be  substituted 
therefor,  and  the  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar  will  be 
returned  together  with  the  overcharge  based  on 
the  correct  meter  readings,  and  for  a  period  of 
not  more  than  twelve  (12)  months  last  past,  or 
as  much  of  the  twelve  (12)  months  last  past  as 
the  consumer  had  been  paying  on  the  bills  on 
the  fast  meter.     In  no  case  will  the  Depart- 
ment refund  for  any  excess  charges  previous  to 
March  3,  195° •    The  consumer,  if  he  so  requests 
when  applying  for  the  test,  will  be  notified  as 
to  the  time,  and  may  witness  the  test  if  he  so 
desires . 

Rule  2a 

In  case  the  meter  tests  less  than  two  per 
cent  of  the  actual  quantity  of  water  passing 
through  it,  another  meter  of  not  more  than 
two  per  cent  of  proven  capacity  will  be  sub- 
stituted therefor,  and  consumer  will  be  billed 
for  all  under  charges  for  a  period  of  twelve 
(12)  months  last  past,  or  as  much  of  the 
twelve  (12)  months  last  past  as  the  consumer 
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had  been  paying  on  the  bills  on  the  slow  meter. 
In  no  case  will  the  Department  charge  for  any 
under  charges  previous  to  March  3>  193° •  Tne 
fee  of  one  (1)  dollar  tiA  11  be  credited  against 
any  additional  billing  on  account  of  the  slow 
meter,  but  no  part  of  the  fee  may  be  applied 
against  other  bills  for  water  supplied. 

Rule  5 

The  Department  reserves  the  right  at  any  and 
all  times,  without  notice,  to  shut  off  water 
from  the  mains  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs, 
extensions  or  alterations.     Consumers  depending 
upon  a  continuous  supply  of  water  shall  provide 
emergency  storage,  and  shall  provide  any  check 
valves  or  other  devices  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  his  plumbing  or  fixtures  against 
failure  of  the  pressure  or  supply  of  water  in 
the  Department '  s  mains  . 

Rule  6 

Employees  of  the  Department  shall  be  admitted 
during  reasonable  hours  to  premises  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Department,  for  the  purpose 
of  turning  off  water,  inspecting,  testing,  check- 
ing or  reading  of  meters  installed  in  basements 
in  the  sub- sidewalk  area,  and  to  inspect  house 
piping  as  to  cross  connections  with  other  sources 
of  supply. 

Employees  of  the  Department  engaged  in  such 
work    will  be  furnished  with  identification 
badges  or  letter  of  authority. 

Rule  10 

A  consumer's  water  service  may  be  discontinued 
for  non-payment  of  a  bill  for  water  service 
rendered  him  at  another  location  served  by  the 
Department  provided  said  bill  is  not  paid  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  after  presentation. 

Rule  11 

After  the  Department  has  made  a  complete  in- 
spection of  a  consumer's  premises  on  account  of  ex- 
cessive bills  or  upon  the  request  of  the  con- 
sumer, no  further  inspections  will  be  made  for 
a  period  of  six  (6)  months;  provided,  however, 
the  Department  may  order  an  inspection  of tener 
if  conditions  warrant. 

Rule  12 

In  case  of  dispute  as  to  payment  of  bills, 
consumers  will  be  required    to  present  the 
receipted  bill,  cancelled  check  or  other  evi- 
dence of  payment  before  adjustment  can  be 
made . 

Rule  15 

The  consumer  shall  promptly  notify  the  Depart- 
ment of  any  damage  to  his  premises  or  property 
being  caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  operations 
of  the  Department;     such  notice  should  be  by 
telephone  to  the  Department  office,  I4.25  Mason 
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Street,    Prospect  7000  -    and  confirmed  by 
writing.    No  claim  will  be  considered  where 
proper  notice  has  not  been  given  nor  where 
evidence  of  such  damage  has  been  destroyed 
prior  to  the  Department  having  been  given 
opportunity  to  inspect  the  same.
